They chronicle his life from the time he joined the 
church until the time he died in Utah. He participated in many 
of the events of early Church History. Many of the well-known 
figures in that history have signed his certificates, including 
Joseph Smith and Brigham Young. 

The certificates were in the back of his original journal. The 
author scanned the certificates and numbered them for easier 
access in cataloguing. However, she did not see the originals 
but worked from photocopies.

IX.—The following order shall govern:—

6th.—Reports, in possession of the Convention, which offer 
grounds for the action of the Convention. 

X '— No business shall be taken up out of the above order without 
the oonsent of two thirds of the members present. 

OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

XI. —When a member shall be called to order, he shall cease 
speaking; and every question of order shall be decided by the Pres¬ 
ident without debate, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

XII. - No member shall speak more than twice upon the same 
question to the exclusion of others, without leave of the Convention. 

AIII. Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper, ad¬ 
dressed to the house, shall be received, and read, whether the same 
be introduced by the President, or member, the title shall be fairly 
endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its objects, or contents ■ 
shall be made by its introducer. 

XIV. —Every article shall receive three readings before it is pass¬ 
ed; the President shall give notice at each reading, whether it be the 
first, second or third: Provided, however, the Convention may order 
it to be read by its title, after its first reading. 

XV. —After a motion is stated by the President, or read by the 
Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in the possession of the Convention, 
but^may be withdrawn by leave of the Convention. 

XVI. —When a question is under debate, no motion shall b« re¬ 
ceived but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, 
to postpone to a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone in¬ 
definitely; which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
m which'they are arranged. A motion to strike out the enacting 
words of an article shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and 
if carried, shall be equivalent to its rejection.

The above sketch is as it appears on page 14, of Truth Restored, published in 1995 by The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. As far as is known, the two sources are not knowingly connected. It is 
curious that Joseph Holbrook's sketch is so similar to the one officially recognized as authentic Book of 
Mormon samples. Did they originally come from the same source? I believe so. 
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Obituary 


Holbrook - At Bountiful, November 14,1885, of old age and general debility, Joseph Holbrook. 

Deceased was born January 16,1836 in the town of Anneville, Oneida County, New York; and was 
baptized into the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, January 6,1833 in Warsaw, Genesee 
County, New York, by Leonard Rich, and was ordained an Elder, April 12,1833 by Reynolds Cahoon. 

He was one of the members of Zion's Camp, was in the battle of Crooked River October 25,1838, and 
received a wound from one of the mob, being cut across the arm with a sword. 

He afterwards gathered with the Saints to Nauvoo and was commissioned as captain in the 15th 
regiment of the State of Illinois on the 6th of April 1841 by Governor Carlin. He was also appointed a 
policeman of the City of Nauvoo on the 13th of January, 1845. 

He left with the Saints for the west in the spring of 1846, and stopped at Ponca, Winter Quarters, and 
Mosquito Creek, remaining at the latter place during the winter, and journeying westward in the spring 
and arriving in the valley of Salt Lake, September 29th, 1849. He located in Bountiful in the spring of 
1850, where he remained until his death. 

He was appointed Judge of Davis County, February 6,1851, which position he held eight years and was 
re-appointed in 1861. He was also elected to the legislative council in 1857 and to the House of 
Representative in 1859 which terms he filled. He also filled the office of Counselor to Bishop Stoker and 
afterwards to Anson Call. He built the first school house in Bountiful, and during his life he built some 
fifty two homes. 

He died as he lived, faithful to every trust. He had 15 children, 9 of whom are living; 37 grandchildren, 
33 of whom are living; ? great grandchildren, 64 of whom are living and 7 great great grand-children.
